TESTIMONY OF H. WALTER WEBB. 


Ha StHten Hl» Side of the Cue and Sev- 


eral Knlg-hU or Labor Wltnetsei Tell 
Wont They Know of tbe Great Rail- 
road Strike—The Carpenter! of Chicago 
Again Go on Strike for an Advance of 
Wage*. 
NEW YORK, Sept a—Messrs. Puroell, 


Robertson and Donovan, of the state 
board of arbitration, Tuesday began their 
Investigation of the causes of the strike on 
the New York Central and Hudson Rivar 
railroad. H. Walter Webb, third vice 
president of the company appeared with 
Prank Loomix, counsel for the road, and 
Hamilton Harris, of Albany, to advUe 
him. 
Gen. Roger A, Pryor was present 


as counsel for the Knights of Labor. J. 
J. Holland and A. W. Wright, of the gen- 
eral executive board of the knights were 
also present. Vice President \Vsbb was 
called and said: "The company has no 
controversy nor has it had with any of its 
employes. On Aug. 8 a number of our 
employes voluntarily left, our service. 
Since then their places have been filled and 
the road is operated successfully. The 
cause al leged for these men leaving waa 
because seventy eight men of the 23,000 
ou the road had been discharged because 
they were Knights of Labor. Themenwere 
discharged by my order for good and suf- 
ficient cause. The company had a right 
to discharge any of these men without 
giving reasons for so doing. On the 9th 
of August Mr. J. J. Holland called upon 
me as a representative of the K. of L. to 
talk the matter over. I refused, and have 
done so each time a proposition has been 
made to me since." 


The Cross-Examination. 


On 
being cross-examined 
by 
Gen. 


Pryor, Mr. Webb said the men had been 
discharged for lack of employment and 
unsatisfactory service. 
His knowledge 


waa obtained from the secret service 
bureau of the road. Witness could not 
produce the reports made by his secret 
service as they were not now in existence. 
A question by Gen. Pryor as to whether 
the road had ever discussed the policy of 
employing Knights of Labor was not al- 
lowed by the board. Mr. Webb was then 
asked when he 'first arranged for the em- 
ployment of Pinkerum men. Mr. Harris 
objected, but the board held that the em - 
ployment of agencies to protect its prop- 
erty was a matter of public interest and 
not a private matter as held by the coun- 
sel Thereupon Mr. Harris directed Mr. 
Webb not to answer. On being asked if 
he ever requested aid and protection from 
the police before he employed Pinkertori 
men, Mr. Webb said that he had not. 
This ended the testimony for the Central. 


Maater Workman Valentine. 


Wm. A. Valentine, master workman of 


assembly 509. and one of the discharged 
employes, was the first witness for the 
knights. The witness received a written 
communication from the assistant super- 
intendent which stated that Ms services 
would not be requii-edjjtftor Aug. 4. Then 
in a rambling way the- witness told how 
be had been cautioned not "»»ifappear top 
prominently as a Knight of Labor, as it 
would 
interfere 
with his promotion. 


Dennis McCarthy, train baggageman, 
testified that he was discharged on July 
31. On Aug. ) he asked Mr. Toucey if his 
discharge was final. Then Mr. Toucey 
accused him of being one of tbe "kickers" 
and a Kuight of I^ibor. The witness ap- 
pealed to Mr. Toucey to remember his 
twenty years of faithful service, and the 
latter revoked the discharge, but when 
witness reported for duty afterwards he 
was ordered to give up his badge and keys 
by a subordinate of Mr. Toueey's, and 
was then discharged. 


Why the Strike Was Ordered. 


E. J. Lee, master workman of district 


340, testified that district 240 ordered tbe 
strike because the company had violated 
an agreement with the men, in whicb 
it was agreed to give 'the reasons for all 
discharges. 
Witness had always per- 


formed his duty faithfully, and at the 
time of his discharge was an extra hand 
and was on leave until he was ready to 
report for work. Un Aug. 8 Mr. Toucey 
told the witness that he was an agitator 
and would not be taken back, hut that he 
would not be blacklisted, u'ud if he could 
get a situation on tbe New Haven road he 
(Touoey) would give him a recommenda- 
tion, 


Will Not Take Them Back. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 2.—When Divis 


ion Superintendent Burrows was asked 
Monday if he would take back the strik- 
ing switchmen, he said: "They will never 
work another day for the New York Cen- 
tral road while I am here. The new men 
are doing better work than the old ones 
ever did. Get them to go away? Suppose 
they do; what of it? It won't do them any 
good. I tell you they can't coma back 
and if they get the new men to leavens, 
why, 
all well and good; there's plenty of 


other men who want their places. 


A TRIANGULAR COMBAT. 


The Carpenter* of Chicago Go Out on 


Strike Once More. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—The second great 


strike of the carpenters this year went 
into effect Tuesday morning.

Who 
ever had seen the gradual falling off of 
American trade with Central and South 
America and the falands of the sen must 
have witnessed those conditions with the 
greatest Impatience. The people of all 
these countries had a common interest 
with the people of the United States. 


The Pan-American CongreM. 


Alluding to the late Pan-American con- 


gress. Hale said that it proved that the 
game considerations which had their in- 
fluence in the United States were also 
moving in the minds of the eminent men 
from the sister republics who took-part 
in the proceedings in that congress. Hale 
referred to the trade tables with Central 
and South America to show the unfavor 
able position of the United States in re- 
gard to those countries, and said that 
there was a sentiment among the people 
that something should be done to remedy 
that condition. Coming directly to the 
question of putting sugar of the free list, 
Hale said that no one could tell what 
benefit would come to the consumer by 
the unreserved repeal of the sugar duties. 
No one could tell whether the prices of 
sugar might not be proportionately In- 
creased by the sugar producing countries. 


Tho Clayton-Breckenrldge Case. 


In the house after the transaction of 


unimportant business, the Clayton-Breck- 
inridge election case 
was called up. 


Cooper of Ohio opened the debate and de- 
clared that in the opinion of the majority 
of the committee, fraud and violence hod 
been resorted to in order to carry the Sec- 
ond congressional district of Arkansas for 
Breckenridge. Cooper then went into the 
details of the assassinatiou of Col. Clay- 
ton and of the indlguation and horror 
that it caused. The murder, he said, 
grew directly ont of the political meth- 
ods adopted In that country. He passed 
a high encomium on the people of the 
state of Arkansas, and contended thaff if 
the election methods iu that state were 
abandoned the commonwealth would 
soon be alive with industry and manu- 
factures. 


A Dynamite Outrage In Iowa, 


OTTUMWA, Iowa, Sept. 3.—A dynamite 


bomb was thrown-into the room usually 
occupied by the matron in Dr. Shelton's 
infirmary at Bloomfleld Monday morning 
about 1 o'clock.

Wbea the old settlers start to a picnic 


they gc loaded. Those of Macon county 
who went to King's Orchard yesterday took 
along more provisions than would have 
lasted an equal number Of revolutionary 
toldlers through an entire campaign. And 
along with these provisions were enough 
implements ot war to Insure the success of 
three or four such Insurrections as they have 
In South America, or to carry on a halt 
dozen revolutions in Mexico. 


Tbe old settlers got down their treasure 


boxes hi tbe morning and brought out a)1 
the contents they thought worthy of special 
notice. And each of them went to that old 
curiosity junk shop there U to be found on 
each old farm and brought to public gaze 
a lot of the old tools that were used to fight 
tbe country's enemies and Nature's little 
meannesses. There * as the old flint-lock 
pistol that was used in the revolnttonarj 
war and that looked as bright as the day li 
went oat against the British. It had a bore 
as big as a shot gun; and a trigger and ham 
mer combination that would run Pat Hunt's 
line of dump buckets hi these days. 


And then there was a sword that saw 


active service In the hands of one of Thomat- 
Lord's ancestors at Cerro Gordo. 
When It 


was first brought out some of the audience 
thought that It once belonged to Richard, 
the Lion Hearted 
It was a monster In Its 


way; and there were evidences that the 
scabbard In which It was carried was at out 
time set on wheels, i'ou couldn't take thai 
sword to war without putting It.'among the 
artillery. 
The chairman of the day waved 


It aloft in both hands and announced In a 
Spartacns way that it might do service 
again. No one fainted, for that was no 
time and place to take chances with your 
life by the display of any foolishness. 


And during a portion of the day flails 


were thicker than blackthorns at a Donny 
brook Fair. 
The old meu would walk up 


and practice with these queer looking tnstrn 
ments tnat reminded one of the skeleton 
bones of Jack the Giant Killer's arms. Dur- 
ing the noon hour the ground around the 
platform was continually caressed by tbost 
old-fashioned threshing machines. The] 
pounded away until they knocked nexi 
yeat's crop of apples out of some of tht 
orchard roots. 
Each old settler 
whi 


picked up a flail told of the hundreds 01 
bushels of wheat he U reshed In his day to 
that way. And then one of tbe speaker.- 
got on the stand and told that there w«> 
not much wheat raised In this country It 
the old days. There was no market for it 
But this speaker got no applause for thai 
part of his speech. How could he when 
each man present remembered that he 
alone bad nailed enough wheat to supph 
tbe European demand? 


Just after dinner, Henry Hummell and 


James Barnett appeared on the platform in 
their specialty— "15 minutes with the flail." 
A bundle of hay was placed upon the stage, 
tbe decks were cleared for action, and the 
word "ready" was pronounced with all tbe 
vigorous solemnity of toe word "fire" at a 
dart. And then the air was full of flying 
and jointed sticks. Each old fellow looked 
critically at tbe work that was going on. 
The kids were simply wild with delight 
They cheered each flaller as If a kingdom 
depended on the result. After a time tbe 
flying sticks were brought to a dead stop 
This was to show that It could be done. 
The kids In the gallery Insisted on an en- 
core. The hay was turned 
over 
and 


thrashed some more. 
When they goi 


through the straw was loosed aside, and lo! 
it was seen the timothy seed bad gone 
through tbe cracks in the platform. 


There were two spinning wheels on the 


ground. They were placed on the plat- 
form and operated by Mesdamee Matilda 
Jones, Lydla Klzer and B. A. Hayden. 
Tbe principal product of the spinning 
wheel, rightfully conducted, is patience. 
Tbe woman who can run one for an hour 
and keep a sweet temper ought to be canon- 
ized before death.

Dr. B. W. Moore was chairman of the day. 


Tbe old fellows are not much on style In 
dree*. They will all tell yon that they 
dont care about anything of that kind. Bui 
the chairman aelzed the opportunity to 
ikow tbe tooueand* of youngsters present 
that there le nothing too good for tbe old 
settler. Mr. Moore was got up In a style

I know that all the old settlers of Macon 


county are not here. There are abont.12 of 
them la my own county In California; and 
they may be found in other counties In 
other states. 
1 came here In 1887 and was 


not a first settler. Tbe real old ones are 
those who came before tbe deep snow In 
1830. When 1 came here I was a boy. 1 
am not an old fellow like Qorln. I am 
only a little more than a boy now. 
In the 


early days of the county people had to set- 
tle on the edge of the timber lines. On the 
prairies the queen flies were death to every- 
thing. 
I know there are not 55,000 square 


miles In all Europe improved as Is the state 
of Illinois. Illinois Is now thlrd^state in 
the Union. It will be second In 10 years 
from now; and first In 20 years. I will 
probably live to see it; and if 1 dont, the 
state will go on just the same. I dont 
expect to live with yon, but my heart will 
be with you all the time as It bas been. 
My trip home will be the 36th trip across 
the plains, and I will make many more." 


And then Mr. Smith told bow J. Y. Bra- 


den was made a captain. He was leader of 
an expedition to show that the Sangamon 
was navigable. The expedition did not 
succeed in a way to remove all doubts, and 
so the legislature was induced to pass a 
statute declaring the river navigable. 
Mr. 


Smith told how tbe land hereabouts was not 
held valuable in early days. Men moved 
onto land that was not their own and al- 
most raised families before any question 
was raised. He told of the difficulty there 
was In getting produce of any kind to mar- 
ket 


Mr. Smith went on to say that he was a 


daisy merchant In those early days. H« 
sold one lady customer a calico dress pattern 
off a bolt of bandana handkerchiefs. 
The 


ladles used to knit socks and trade them 
for calico. The speaker told of letting a 
letter remain in the post-offle for a week be- 
cause he did not have 25 cents to pay the 
postage on It. 


Continuing the speaker said: "I have 


heard wolves on tbe margin of tbe place 
were Decatur now stands 
When you are 


dead there will never be another pioneer In 
this country. When I was In London they 
told me they had pioneers 3,500 years ago, 
men who were only semi-civilized. 
In 


2,500 years from now the Inhabitant of Illi- 
nois can say that the pioneer of his coun- 
try was one of the best people on earth. 
This pioneer has left very little to be done 
by subsequent generations." 


"1 will come back to see you every year 


while I can. And then I will come every 
other year.
